Truth and accuracy are two qualities which 
every public official and every professional 
politician should try to develop. Truth involves 
a knowledge of reality. Accuracy means the 
correct expression of reality. 


Those who included Henry Wallace’s accept- 
ance speech on their schedule of fun on Saturday 
evening, July 24th, must have been impressed by 
its wholesale lack of truth and 
accuracy. Not even the synthetic 
grin which, Wallace manufact- 
ured every time he remembered 
that he should try to glamorize 
his audience, could conceal his 
outrageous violations of truth 
and accuracy. 

It was pathetic as well as 


at the mouth, every time he 
Met tried to adjust the mantle ot 
Franklin D. Roosevelt around 
his shoulders. Wallace tried to hypnotize the 
audience into believing that he is the heir of 
Roosevelt. Wallace should have reminded the 
audience that when he was the heir apparent, 
Roosevelt kicked him right out of the picture and 
the inheritance by refusing to take him on again 
as his vice-presidential candidate in 1944. 





A similar violation of truth and accuracy was 
Wallace’s unpatriotic assertion that the United 
States is responsible for the Berlin crisis. It is 
Red Fascist Russia who closed Berlin to the 
Americans. It is Red Fascist Russia who is 
willing to starve millions of Germans in Berlin 
for ideological purposes. Wallace never said a 
‘ word about this totalitarian tyranny of Red

A particularly pathetic and nonsensical viola- 
tion of truth and accuracy was Wallace’s sum-

Among these casualties, 
Wallace blithely declared, is the fact that so many 
die of cancer and other diseases m the United 
States. This is one of the looniest deductions 
that can ever be met inside or outside an insane 
asylum. What connection there is between the 
death of an American citizen at home because 
of cancer and our international dealings with 
Red Fascist Russia, is something which only the 
frothy and fuming intellect of a Wallace could 
devise.

In New York City, Jews are virtually led as a 
Their leaders are Jewish politi- 
cians who try to keep them tied together. There 
are about three million Jews in New: York City 
and about another million in the rest of the state. 

Zionism drives Jews into politics. Few Jews 
are brave enough to resist it. Since about 1920, 
Jews have been afraid to oppose Zionism. At 
that time, the late Louis Marshall as head of the 
American Jewish Committee, declared they were 
not for zionism and not opposed to it. That has 
been the ostensible policy of that committee ever 
since, though some of its leading members are 
large ‘stockholders in Palestine Potash Limited, 
which corporation controls the chemical wealth 
in the Dead Sea in Palestine. 

The most active zionist organization in the 
United States is the American Jewish Congress 
led by Rabbi Stephen S. Wise, who has been 
active in politics many years. He keeps his fol- 
lowers in line by having some of them appointed 
and nominated to high public office. The result 
is that while Jews are politically influential in big 
cities, they are targets elsewhere and in other 
countries. 

Jews have always been the victims of their 
leaders. These leaders constituted the Sanhedrin 
in Jesus time just as they do today. They work 
through Zionism, but the force that keeps them 
together is wealth.

An AP item informs us that Russia’s steel out- 
put doubled in 1947. Not so very long ago we 
read that due to strikes our own steel output had 
fallen short of our needs. Also we know of the 
recent raise in price. There are no strikes in 
Russia because a worker knows he will be shot, 
and very little absenteeism because a worker is 
fined 20% of his salary for the next six months 
if he fails to show up at his job. And, too, a 
work-day in Russia consists of eleven hours 
where we work only eight hours per day. 


So it is nov .wonder Russia gains in production 
while we lose. Steel is about the most necessary 
item in the machine age; it is used in practically 
all lines of manufacture. Steel is of vital im- 
portance in war equipment. Drastic measures 
should be taken by our government to see that 
its production is not interfered with. No, the 
communists dare not strike in Russia, but they 
can and do cause strikes here in America and 
stop our production—and to our shame may it 
be said they meet with very little opposition from 
us. On the other hand they are often aided by 
misguided sympathizers. 


Communist controlled labor is a grave threat 
to our national. security. Had it not been for 
labor unions communism could not have made 
the gains it did in the past sixteen years. Com- 
munism practically rode into power on the back 
of American labor unions. Congress should pass 
a bill and put same into effect immediately mak- 
ing it a penal offense to hinder production of 
any and all products necessary to the security 
of our nation.

The new decrees covering money reform con- 
flict with The Hague Convention of 1899 and 
1907, laws of which cover military behavior of 
military occupations. Apparently all established 
laws and rules are being ignored. 


Decree No. 1 demands that Germans surrender 
all liquid money on a basis of 60 new marks for 
60 old marks. This applies only to the first 60 
marks. What the basis of all money greater and 
beyond the first 60 marks was, I do not know. 
Shortly after Decree No. 1, Decree No. 2 was 
announced. This called for the surrender on the 
basis of 10 old marks for 1 new mark. The 
German was given only 50% of his new marks 
and promised the other 50% 90 days hence, 
1 he was given 40 
new marks and promised the 20 marks balance 
in 30 days. The author states the German stands 
to lose 95% of his money and this whole pro- 
cedure is without a parallel. Genghis Khan in 
his‘invasion of Russia and when he eontrolled it 
from Kiev to Novgerod, was satisfied with 10%. 
He was a gentleman compared to our bunch of 
rats. To aggregate still more, commodity prices, 





rents, transportation, etc., are being held at the 
level of the old marks, previous to the change, 
causidg an almost complete breakdown, confu- 
fusion, cancellation of contract, unemployment, 
bankruptcy, students forced-to discontinue uni- 
versity courses, etc.; in addition the very serious 
shortage of food has made things even worse. 
It will certainly accelerate the extinction of the 
Germans, which is perhaps the object. The pro- 
gram looks like a racket. A Swiss professor made 
a very thorough exploratory investigation in our 
zone as well as in the British zone, resulting in 
an article entitled “IN THE SWAMP OF BU- 
REAUCRACY, AMERICAN BILLIONS IN 
THE GERMAN HOLE, A SHOCKING VIEW 
INTO THE FUTURE” BY PROFESSOR DR. 
WILHELM ROEPKE OF GENEVA. The 
present applied system is so tragic and deplorable 
that it is impossible to entertain any confidence 


in the future if the present course is followed. 


One is convinced by the fact that one of the 
apparent ardent exponents of the Morgenthau 
plan, now: an American official in Germany, has 
just been appointed to the responsible position 
of applying the Marshall Plan in both the Ameri- 
can and British zones. This is clear evidence 
that American and British prefer collectivism in 
their zones. A heavy, unbearable atmosphere 
hangs over Germany that makes these unfortu- 
nate people very miserable and can only be re- 
leased by deliberating them from the PLANNED 
ECONOMY that chokes them but does not make 
them free. This is one of the factors causing 
malnutrition and strangulation. Only those who 
have experienced this situation‘and its bureau- 
cracy, can appreciate its depressing effect.
